*^; - We must remember, first of all, that history 
.moves in cycles, that bad follows the good, and 
that good follows the bad, that periods of depres- 


<sion follow periods of extreme prosperity and 
•''Vice versa, that what affects one man affects all 
of his neighbors in greater or less degree, that to 
every action there is a reaction. 


• We must remember, secondly, that we are 


in a period of readjustment. 
We are passing 


through tjie period of reconstruction and unrest 
.Which invariably follows a great war. If the un- 
rest and dissatisfaction seem greater than in any 
^preceding period of history, we must not for- 
\get that the war was the greatest the world has 
.ever known. 
History shows that war inevitably 


leaves its trail of crime and bloodshed for the 
years immediately following it; and it is but na- 
tural to assume that the greater the war, the 
greter the following evils. 


.We must remember, in the third place, that 


the Golden Ages of the past were Golden Ages 
only for certain classes. The Greek civilization 
was built upon the foundation of slavery, and 
while the upper classes of Greek society were for 
the most part happy and prosperous during the 
Golden Age ,of Athens, there was in all these 
years the great underclass of slaves whose right

that they might have been by any means And
